- THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S 
ATTITUDE IN CHINA. 


. - (Daily .Press, 23rd June.) 
"ven the most careless observer of current 
events ‘cannot fail to grasp the fact that the 
most dangerous point about the present dif- 
ficulty at Peking is the lurid light it has 
thrown on the divergencies which have all 
through existed amongst the Great Powers, 
but which, under the present strain, are be- 


Vers magnified to well nigh breaking point. 
ere ita simple case of putting down a 
rous riot, there is at the moment a 
sufficient force on the spot to restore order ; 

an untrained mob, as is at present the con- 
dition of the I-Ho Chuan, could do little 
against a well trained and united body of 
troops, and as soldiers the mass of the Chi- 

nese army—we do not refer to the foreign- 
drilled troops—is beneath contempt. . There 

‘ are, however, other influences at work to pre-

But it turns out that this was quite a mis- 
take. Tientsin has been practically isolated: 
it would seem, from Taku, for two days, 
probably Tuesday and Wednesday, or it may 
be Wednesday and Thursday ; the Conces- 
sions, English, French, and German;’ have 
been subjected to an incessant bombardment 
by the forty-pounders of' the Chinese ‘regu- 
lar army, with such effect that.they are 
reduced to ruins ; and} the Russian troops 
at the railway- station have been brought -- 
to desperate Straits. There is much in this 
story which we cannot understand as yet 
and details will be most anxiously awaited. 
Two things are obvious, that the Chinese -. 
troops are now fighting heart and soul against 
the foreigners, and that their numbers ‘have 
been under rather thai over-estimated. To 
the Russians has fallen’ the principal part 
in the defence and- rélief of Tientsin and 
they are well equipped’ for the task. An 
eye-witness, speaking of! the arrival of the 
Russians at Tientsin on the 14th instant, 
says that they “created the greatest. stir.

But the fact is that the allies have before 
them a very different. lot of men from those 
who went down. before the Japanese in 
1895.

“view of this fact it seems that the troops of 
the Powers have attempted to meet thea in 
insufficient numbers, though there would 
hardly seem at first sight any necessity 
for this, considering the number uf ves- 
sels now in the Gulf of Pechili and the 
forces stated to be ready for immediate 
action. It is plain that the numbers 
of the Russians on the spot must have 
exaggerated, or else they have 
' sources. The whole conduct tf the allied 
forces remains most puzzling. It is doubt- 
less very satisfactory for the home Covern- 
ment to hear from Admiral Bruce that 
“the Admirals are working in perfect 
accerd,” but .if they accomplish nothing, 
all the accord in the world will be worth 
nothing also. Accord in these circum- 
stances is only valuable as resulting in ac- 
tion. We could hardly be charged with 
impatience, by those who remember all we 
have been hearing of the immense deinon-

THE DEFENCE OF HONGKONG.

It isa positive relief to learn, on the 


the poor quality of the opposition, did we! authority of the Hon. F. H. May, thét some 


wonder what the demonstrat on has doie 
. ince the action at Taku. But the time, it 
may be said, is rather one for a display of 
patience and for looking the facts squarely 
in the face. The opposition is far more 
obstinate than was anticipated, and the allie 
have not yet enough men to overcome it; 
in the course of a week or so they will be 
better able to cope with the difficulties be- 
fore them. And what of Admiral Seymour 
in the meanwhile, who has put his head in 
the lion’s mouth? He cannot be left to 
his fate, and the Admirals at Taku have no 
intention of leaving him. But unfortunately 
he is cut off from the fleet far more com- 
letely than he was when first the line be- 
ind him was wrecked. Then the allies 


commanded the railway for some distance’ 


outside Tientsin. Now they are not even in 
touch with Tientsin. We hear of no grand 
combined action directed to the relief of 
Tientsin. The-third detachment, with whom 
are the Fusili¢rs and the Terrible's men, 
may accomplish the difficult task, but 
we cannot but wonder why, instead of three 
separate attempts by different nations, one 
united effort has not been made: It would 
abe more “accord” than a hundred 
spatches.

From the telegrams which we publish this 
morning it appears that, although Admiral 
Szymovur is back in Tientsin, the account 
' which credits him with having rescued the 
Ministers at Peking is not quite correct. 
It is reported, however, from a reliable 
source that the German Minister at least 
is now in Tientsin—a fact which may 
account for the earliest intelligence of re- 
cent events having reached the local 
German firms. As to the representatives 
of the other Powers, definite information, 
apart from the native report which our 
correspondent sends us, is still lacking. 
Admiral Seymour has only got back to 
Tientsin with heavy losses, no less than 
. 62 of his. men having been killed and 
812 wounded; a very large proportion 
out of the 800 odd with whom he started on 
his dangerous journey. It may be, indeed, 
that the second trainload,Awhich followed 
him on the 11th instant, succeeded in reach- 
ing him, but we have no certain information

It goes without saying that these guns 
should have been supplied years ago. It is 
too a very patent fact that tbere should, 
also years ago, have been a sufficient 
garrison to man these forts. There are not 
gunners enough to work the guns and pro- 
vide for contingencies, and there is nothing 
like enough infantry to protect the islands, 
to say nothing -of the territory on the 
mainland. We are totally unprovided 
with breechloading field-guns of calibre 
sufficient to meet even the Chinese artillery, 
and some of the Maxims have been sent 
home for alterations. 
emergencies always find the War Office un- 
prepared? The hand-to-mouth policy of 
that, Department is simply disgraceful and 
utterly inexcusable, because there is no lack 
of funds. Instead of being ahead of all 
other nations in arms and armament we 
seem always to be behind. Much of the 
loss of life in South Africa has been due to 
the ineptitude and folly of the War Office. 
The same mistakes are likely to be repeated 
in North China. In this Colony, out of our 
slender garrison—purposely kept below its 
nominal paper strength by the sages at the 
War Office—we have already despatched 
upwards of 700 men to Taku, leaving barely 
2,000 for the defence of the Colony. It 
is true that an expeditionary force of 
ten thousand men has been ordered to 
China from India, two regiments of which

instructions from the so-called Imperial Go- 
vernment that China is at war with the 
Western Powers, when he might feel it in- 
cumbent upon him, if he wished to retain 
office, to close the river to trade, capture 
any foreign ships or troops he could la 
hands on, and suspend intercourse wit, 
foreigners. The result might be the letting . 
loose of armed bands on the mainland to 
invade the New Territory, and possibly at- 
tempts to foment riots within the island of 
Hongkong. We do not say this will hap- 
pen ; we hope and trust that His Excellency 
Lr will see the policyof maintaining not 
only order in his provinces but pacific rela- 
tions with his neighbours, no matter what 
instructions may come down from Peking. 
But we ought to be prepared for all even- 
tualities ; we should leave nothing to chance 
which we might have to regret in ashes 
later on, as has been the case too often 
before through under-valuing the enemy or 
giving him credit for magnanimity and fair 
play he never possessed or thought of. 
Every contingency should be carefully con- 
sidered and provided for without fuss or 
panic. The great probability is that in this" 
at present peaceful isle we shall hear 
nothing but the reports of the operations 
and see the troops pass through ; even the 
faintest rumble of far-off artillery may 
never reach our ears. At the same time let 
us keep our powder dry, our volunteers | 
exercised and at practice at the ranges, - 
our defences efficiently manned, our police 
very much on the qui vive, and repose no 
faith in Chinese assurances of friendliness, 
while displaying neither, resentment nor 
alarm at what is proceeding. This is the 
attitude we ought to assume, and if consis- 
tently maintained it will serve to ward off 
any incipient riots or hostile demonstrations 
in the possible event of the area of hostis 
lities widening by and bye. a:

jndifferent to the fate of China. Some- 
what erroneously we hear of the struggle 
against the disorders of the North spoken 
of as a war against China, and we are 
constantly from sources that should be 
better informed hearing of declarations of 
war. Asa fact, we have no quarrel against 
China. :.and if our Ministry had remembered 
that’ our grievances were not against the 
nation, but. proceeded from a small and uni- 
versally detested faction at the Capital, who: 
had us the functions of government, 
we should not have been in the ignominious 
position of finding ourselves foiled at every 
turn by the petty intrigues of an ignorant 
and vicious woman. Meanwhile it is some 
slight satisfaction to find that the great 
satraps of the central provinces, who at all 
times have opposed by such constitutional 
means as were in their power, without hav- 
ing recourse to violence, the upstart at Pe; 
king, have all along been on the side of or- 
der. But little had perhaps been expected 
of-the aged Viceroy Lru Kuwvi, and it is 
therefore in the highest degree satisfactory 
to discover that he, with a moral courage 
rare under such circumstances anywhere, 
and in China almost unknown, has through- 
out dared to impugn the conduct of Peking; 
and has even had the courage to declare 
that he was in. person prepared to restore 
order in the Metropolitan province. There 
is, in.fact, even in the degenerate China of 
‘our days an element, and an important one, 
which it would be well for us not to ignore, 
working for the cause of order; and 
the want of appreciation of this fact 
bas been one of the numerous instances 
of incapacity, which even his greatest 
admirer must lay at the feet of Lord Sarts- 
BouRyY’s administration, when the subject for 
administration came to be China. In point 
- of fact we are not at war with China, nor is 
. there any occasion, if our Ministers are 
capable of rising to the situation, why we 
should be at war. This is really the funda- 
mental difference between our natural policy 
and that which has been actuating one or 
more of the Continental states. Where the 
hunger for mere territory, which is the be- 
setting sin of more than one of the European 
nations, sways the policy of the state, there 
ig a temptation to see in every affront a 
cause of war; simply because war supplies 
the supposed justification required for seiz- 
ing territory. The very evident attempt 
_ on the part of Russia to foster the feeling 
that the country is engaged in a holy war 
against China has already much hampered 
the other Powers, and has undoubtedly led 
to. delay in the relief of the Legations 
While Russia has been planning occasion 
for interference in force, the British Govern- 
men has scarcely shown itself alive to this 
feature, of the situation; and Russia it may 
bg noticed has been arming herself cap-a-pte 
fora supposed position, which except in her 
awn imagination does not exist.

They are the elements 
we should rely on; and fortunately they 
have, in the resources of their provinces 
alone, the means of establishing under the 
legitimate Emperor a stable and respectable 
government. And‘this leads naturally to 
another, but equally important, subject and 
that is the position of the capital. At all 
times the remote situation of Peking has 
made it a hotbed of intrigue: this is no 
modern discovery and was equally the case 
in medieval times as in the present. The 
vagaries of the Empress Dowager would 
have been impossible in the freer air of 
Nanking; and the welfare of the nation, no 
less than respectable tradition points to 
Nanking or Hangchow as the proper centre. 
The well known desire of the usurper to 
shift her Court to Singan, shows that what 
she and her reactionary party most dread is 
the light of day; and as she has uncon- 
sciously given the hint, it would be wise to 
follow itup.

AN INTERVIEW WITH HE. LI 
HUNG-CHANG.

HIS OPINIONS ON THE CRISIS. 


On the 19th inst. the Canton correspon- 
dent of the Daily Press sent the important 
news that H.E. Li Hung-chang, the Viceroy 
ofthe. Two Kwangs, had been ordered by 
Her Majesty the Empress-Dowager, to va- 
cate his post and proceed at once to Peking. 

The impression conveyed by this was that 
the aged Viceroy, who, in the opinion of 
many competent to judge, had been sent 
from the north to be out of the way of 
Empress-Dowager and her plaus, was found 
once again to be the only man in China able 
to extricate his country from the difficulties 
into which it had been*plunged. He was 
the man to save the situation and his 
Empire’s “ face.” 

It was reported he would leave Canton on 
Friday, 22nd inst., and as the necessity for 
his presence at Peking must beserious indeed 
that would remove him at such a juncture 
from a scene so long regarded as the birth- 


place of rebellion in China, his opinions, if 
he could be induced to give them, would be 
of far-reaching importance, and might in- 
deed explain the existing extraordinary 
crisis. 

I therefore determined to interview the 
man who was selected to save China, and as 
it was stated he was leaving Canton on 
the 22nd inst., there was but little time to 
do it. 

I arrived in Canton on Thursday morn- 
ing, and at once proceeded with what was 


task—to arrange for an interview with His 
Excellency. This, however, was accomplish- 
ed without much difficulty, for it was desir- 
able, as the Interpreter explained, that 
China’s true position should be known to 
the world. 

On Thursday afternoon H.E. Li Hung- 
chang granted an audience which lasted exact- 
ly two hours.

His Excellency then asked what was the 
general opinion with regard to China in the 

- present crisis. 

The interviewer replied that according to 
ministerial statements made in Europe the 
first object of the Powers was to- restore 
order in China. Certainly Great Britain 
and America desired nothing more than 
- adequate protection for their subjects and 
freedom to trade. They sought no territory. 

His Excellency said he believed that of 
those two powers. Neither did he think 
that Russia wanted territory, though as an 
Englishman, it might be natural for me to 
imply it. : 

“What is the remedy for the present 
state of affairs, your Excellen¢y ey 

“T cannot say exactly what will be done 
until I see the Empress-Dowager. My- 
opinion is, that first we must try to suppress 
these Boxers. - That will be done by behead- 
ing their leaders and dispersing their fol- 
lowers, who are ignorant people and know 

nothing. Secondly, I believe I can make 
with the foreign Powers in a friendly 
way.” 
“Do you think that by your leaving Canton 
a rebellion, far more serious than the trouble 
in the north, is likely to break out here?” 
“TI cannot guarantee to say that there 


' will not be @ rebellion. I, of course, cannot 
be sure of what may happen. I do not 
believe there will be perfect peace, though 
there may not be a great deal of trouble, 
and no serious rébellion. Before I take my 
departure I will give orders to all my officers 
to do their best to preserve order. I have 
tried my best to crush the secret societies in 
these two provinces, but I regret to say that 
some of the leaders have run away. Most 
of them hide themselves in Hongkong and 
Singapore, where they keep quiet. After 
my departure perbaps many of these men 


will return and cause trouble.”

AMENDING THE MAGISTRATES ORDINANCE. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL proposed the 
second reading of the Bill entitled An Or- 
dinance to further amend the Magistrates Ordin- 
ance, 1890 (No. 10 of 1890). He said :-— 
This Ordinance proposesto enable the magistrate 
to deal summarily with two classes of cases 
which, at the present time, must be committed 
Ww him for trial and can only be disposed of by 

e Supreme Court. Allow me to illustrate 
the first of them. Suppose a coolie returning 
from Singapore to Canton on board a British 
ship steals 50 cents from a passenger bound for 
Japan. If this theft occurred after the ship had 
entered the land-locked waters of this colony, 
as, for instance the harbour, the magistrate 
‘ could dispose of the case and the passenger 

could proceed on his journey. If, however the 

theft occurred on the High Sea, just before the 
“hip reached our waters, it would have been 
committed “within the jurisdiction of the 

_ admiralty” and would, therefore, have to be sent 
for trial, if all offences committed within the ju- 
risdiction of the admiralty are to remain in the 
excliding Schedule. It might be a great loss 
and inconvenience to the passenger to have to re- 
main in Hongkong till the next Criminal Sessions 
of the Supreme Court in order to give evidence. 
It is quite possible that it would be held that

With these introductory re- 
marks I will refer you to the minute append- 
ed by me to the Bill, headed “Objects and 
Reasons.” If I now read that minute I shall 
probably oceupy less of your time than if I 
went more elaborately into the matter in a long 
speech. The objects and reasons.are as follow :— 

“ There appears to be no valid reason why 
in cases of comparatively trifling offences com- 
mitted within the Admiralty Jurisdiction, as 
for instance on board a British ship on the 
high seas, the offender should not be dealt 
with summarily by the Magistrate in the same 
way as if the offence had been committed after 
the ship had entered the harbour.- There can 
be no doubt that the necessity at present 
existing, of sending all such cases to the 
Sessions of the Supreme Court, either works 
great hardship on innocent witnesses who are 
ound over to appear, or causes a failure of 
justice by the refusal of persons to prosecute. 
Hongkong is a port frequented by vessels, 
many of which stay there but a short period 
before proceeding to other places, and it is 
often most inconvenient for witnesses to remain 
after the ship has left. Where the sentence of 
six months’ hard labour will adequately meet 
the case and the facts are clear and simple, 
there is no valid reason why the Magistrate 
should have to commit the accused for trial 


Just because the offence happened outside the 
harbour. 


“ By section 80 of The Magistrates Ordinance, 
1890, as amended by Ordinance 12 of 1895, the 
Magistrate cannot inflict imprisonment for 
more than six months. If, therefore, the 
gravity or difficulty of the case rendered com- 
mittal for trial desirable, the Magistrate would 
commit just as he can now, even where the case 
is not excluded by the schedule from summary 
Jurisdiction. (See the third clause of section 
| 80 of the Magistrates Ordinance.) 

“As regards cases of ignorant Chinese 
offering small bribes of a dollar or two to Sani- 
tary Overseers, or Overseers in the Public 
Works Department, to induce them to refrain 
from performing their duties, the Magistrate 
could quite well deal with matters of this kind 
and dispose of them promptly and satisfactorily. 
During the last two Sessions of the Supreme 
Court the time of the Chief Justice, the 
Attorney General. the Crown Solicitor and the 
jury, was occupied by no less than four such 
cases, the last being a charge of offering forty 
cents to an officer to release from custody an 
offender whom he was taking to the Police 
Station. As a matter of fact the Magistrate 
does, continually, deal with much more serious 
offences than the offering of petty bribes, and 
therefore he could quite properly be entrusted 
to dispose of matters of that kind. This Ordi- 
nance is intended to make the amendments in 
the schedule to Ordinance No. 10 of 1890, 
necessary to confer the requisite jurisdiction 
upon the Magistrate." :

AMENDING THE PIERS ORDINANCE. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved the second 
reading of the Bill entitled An Ordinance to 
amend the Piers Ordinance, 1899.

37 of 1899 was passed pier-owners were prac- 
tically tenants at will, having merely licenses 
for their piers. In view of the requirements of 
commerce substantial piers became neces- 
sities and it was deemed a hardship that where 
a considerable sum of money had been laid out 
on a really substantial pier it waa impossible to 
obtain a lease of the structure for a considerable 
period. The pier-owners desired to get leases 
fora number of years. The difficulty was met by 
Ordinance 87 of 1899 by which the rent was 
increased and the increased rent was specified in 
the Schedule, and it was understood that scale 


But, in any case, it is difficult to see 
why the jurisdiction should be withheld. The 


read : ‘ 

“*Crown foreshore’ was defined by Lord Hale . 
to be “the ground (belonging to the Crown) 
between the ordinary high-water and low-water 
marks.” The new Praya Wall will, in-some 
instances, leave litéle, if an , ordinary Crown 
foreshore visible. But, as the bed of the ‘sea 
extending from such new Praya Wall into the 
harbour belongs to the Crown, no person .can 
erect or maintain a pier thereon without the 
permission of the Crown. It has been thought 
advisable, therefore, to extend, for purposes of 
the Pier Ordinance, 1899, the meaning of Crown 
foreshore so as to include Crown land covered 
with water below ordinary low-water mark.

It had been 
assumed that the insertion of a clause to that 
offect in the Leases of the Piers would suffice, 
but the Secretary of State deems it expedient 
that a provision authorising such revision should 
be inserted in, the Ordinance ifself, This will 
prevent any misunderstanding at the end of 
the period of twenty-five years, when the ar- 
rangement in question, assented to last year on 
behalf of the Pier Owners, may possibly have 
been forgotten or overlooked.”

: reply to your inquiry as to whether, in the 
applications to the Tamsui Custom’ for export 
permite for Formosa tea, it is described as being 
shipped to Amoy simply or to Great Britain or 
a Bintish Colony, the Chamber states that it has 
every reason to believe that the majority of the 
applications on outward cargo, which suffers 
from the differential tax, are made for Amoy 
and/or Hongkong, its ultimate destination not 
being described. Asa matter of fact the ultimate 
déstination is oftentimes only decided in Amoy 
or Hongkong. The cargo finds its way ul- 
timately to Great Britain, Straits Settlements, 
the Colonies, the United States, the Continent 
of Europe, China, and Japan, and 80 per cent 
or more is handled by British merchants, no 
matter what ite final destination may be. The 
trade route established in the year 1858, when 
Formosa porte were opened to Foreign trade, 
was for shipment of Formosa produce to foreign. 
comtries via Amoy and/or Hongkong. An 
immense amount of British capital has been 
sunk in establishing that route and it is a 
differential tax against it that this Chamber 
feela it most justly complains of as being unjust 
and distinctly contrary to Treaty. The Cham- 
ber feels that British merchants should be 
allowed to choose their own route of shipment 
without having to pay an extra tax for so doing. 
To compel them to ship via Japan, in order to 
avail themselves of a reduced duty if they do so, 
seems to be a grave injustice, and is so regarded 

by the other Chambers in China.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt 
of your letter of the 5th inst. (No. 800) inform- 


ing this Chamber that a tender had been received 
by the Government for the sole privilege of 
collecting ashes from steam vessels within the 
harbour limits, and requesting their opinion 
upon the desirability or oth¢érwise of creating 
such a monopoly. 


2.—This question has had the prompt con- 
sideration of the Committee, who, as the result 
of careful inquiry and deliberation, feel bound 
to record an opinion adverse to the proposal. 

3.—At first blush the project appears free 
from serious objection and calculated to obviate 
in some degree an admitted evil, namely, the 
dumping or ashes into the harbour, thereby 
causing the foreshore to silt up. The objections 
to the creation of a new monopoly to be worked 
by Chinese are, however, not far to seek. and 
greatly outweigh any benefits which might 
accrue therefrom. The Committee are opposed 
on general grounds to the principle of farms, 
but these are accentuated by the manner 
in which such privileges are worked by the 
Chinese. It is only necessary to refer to the 
working of the Conservancy contract to illus- 
trate the evils arising from these monopolies. 
This contract is sub-let to such a degree that 
complaints are constant of the abuses arising 
from the default of the contractors. There is 
no guarantee that these evils would not be re- 
peated in the case of an Ashes contract. 


4.—There is a danger that, either from want 
of visits or inability to see the signals, especially 
from steam launches, considerable delay in the 
movements of shipping might attend the esta- 
blishment of an Ash Monopoly, or that steamers 
would be compelled to carry their ashes out to 
sea through inability to wait for the arrival of 
the ash boats. 

5.—While it is probable that petty theft pre- 
vails under existing conditions, itis more than 
doubtful whether this might not be succeeded, 
on the event of a Monopoly being granted, by 
an organised system of bribery, and a greater 
evil be thus inaugurated. 


5.—The present system is of course far from 
perfect, but it has not given rise to any very 
serious complaint. and if the Police desire to 
obtain better control over the ash collecting 
boats, my Committee respectfully suggest this 
might be done as readily by licensing the hoats 
as by creating a privileged monopoly. 

#.—The greatly enhanced value of the ashes 
is causing a wholesome competition for the 
right to collect them which ought to serve asa 
guarantee both against dumping and against 
misconduct by petty theft if the boats are 
licensed. 

8.—Apart from other objections to the pro- 
posal, the Committee earnestly deprecate the 
establishment of Chinese monopolies, on the 
ground that they invariably lead to a serious 
increase in state-created crime, greatly augment- 
ing the work of the Police, and because, though 
perhaps indirectly, they constitute a burden on 
legitimate trade.

“With respect to the stoning of the steamer 
Luny-Kong by people at Lak-lao, I find that the 
river at Lak-lao is in my district and is tortuous 
and narrow and that the current runs swiftly. 
When steamers arrived at this placa they were 
formerly obliged to go slowly; if they did not, 
collisions with small boats were inevitable and 
people and the shopmen living on the two banks 
of the river, when they see steamers coming too 
fast, throw stones to make them go alowly, 
They do this, it is quite evident. to prevent 
collisions with small boats. Lung-Kong is a 
place within my jurisdiction, and the steamer in 
question, although it flies a foreign flag, is.ran . 
°y people of this District. Lung-Kong is very . 
close to Lak-lao, and the owners of the steamer 
must necessarily know the circumstances of the 
place. As the steamer did not slow down it- 
seems difficult specially to blame the village 
people for throwing stones. I have already 
ordered the elders and gentry of the place to 
put a stop to the stone-throwing, but sevoral 
tens of thousands of merchants and people live 
zhere and I am afraid it will prove difficult ta 
point out who throw the stones and put a stop 
to it. 

‘ “T request that a despatch may be written to 
the Consul to issue instructions to the captains 
of steamers hereafter when they arrive at Lak- 
lao that they must slow down and proceed at a 
moderate pace so that collisions with small boats 
may be avoided.”

LOCAL MOVEMENTS. 

Hongkong is rapidly becoming a harbour of 
refuge for the neighbouring ports. On the 28th 
inst. there was a large number of arrivals from 
Shameen, most of the European residents having 
decided that their wives and families will be 
safer in Hongkong. Shanghai also is sending 
us @ number of visitors, and the island bids fair 
to be very crowded during the continuance 
of the crisis. Canton according to latest ad- 
vices is perfectly quiet, but no one will be 
surprised if H.M.8. Ot¢er should proceed thither 
to join the Redpole and the American Don 
Juan de Austria. H.M.S. Plover was to sail 
yesterday from Singapore for this port. The 
Bonaventnre still remains, and it does not seem 
that she will now leave the harbour. More 
probably she will act as a guard-ship in case 
of emergency. The U.S. flagship Brootlyn. 
with Rear-Admiral Remey on board, arrived 
here at about 2 p.m. on the 28th from Manila. 
Should she go north, it may be in the company 
of the Zafiro. 

HONGKONG VOLUNTEERS PREPARE. 

With a view to being prepared for emergen- 
cies forms were sent round last week to the mem- 
bers of the Hongkong Volunteer Corps asking 
them to fill in their address by day; the number of 
nearest telephone by day; address by night; the 
number of nearest telephone by night; and the 
number of nearest Police Station by night. 
It is unfortunate that at the present juncture

WEST RIVER MISSIONARIES ARRIVE IN 
HONGEONG. 

‘The recent events up north have naturally 
had the effect of causing great excitement in 
those parts of Southern China which are not 
too remote to learn of what is going on in the 
outside world. Though the latest accounts say 
that everything is quiet in Canton, there are 
indications that there is an undercurrent 
throughout the city which may at any moment 


break out and lead to loss of life and destruction

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 

, the outlying districts are flying to places of 
safety before it is too late. Captain A. W. 
Dixon, of the China -Navigation Company’s 
boat Samshui, has arrived in Hongkong 
with ten missionaries, two children, and a num- 
ber of native Christians from Wuchow and 
other West River ports. When Captain Dixon 
left Wuchow things were pretty much as usual, 
though when the natives saw the missionaries 
clearing out they commenced to jeer, saying 
that the foreigners were getting scared, and 
that they had better kill them right away. They 
were, however, not molested in any way, arriving 
in Hongkong without a mishap.. Special pre- 
cautions were taken-by Captain Dixon to guard 
against surprise. Two Afghans armed to the 
teeth kept an eye on the Chinese who were on 
watch, and the Europeans on board had their 
arms and ammunition in readiness. The Samshuz 
returns to Wuchow shortly, when she may not 
have so quiet a trip. 

There is every reason to believe that the river 
gunboat Sandpiper is at Nanning, about 320 
miles beyond Wuchow, she having been com- 
missioned to take Mr. Little, the British Consul 
at Samshui, thither ona formal visit. ‘The Sand- 
piper created a great sensation at the up-river 
ports, the Chinese being aghast at the “huge” 
size of the vessel and the “enormous” number 
of Europeans—about 20—wHich she carries! 
The Robin—another river gunboat- has left 
Samshui with the intention of going to meet 
the Sandpiper. 

LIMITING THE RANGE OF THE WAR. 

The U.S. Consul at Shanghai on the 21st inst, 
received the following telegram from Chefoo: 
—The following has been agreed upon by the 
Senior Naval Officers at Taku :—The Admirals 
and Senior Naval Officers of the. Allied Powers 
in China desire to let it be known to the 
Viceroys and authorities of the Coast and 
River Provinces and cities in China that they 
intend to use armed force only against Boxers 
and those people who oppose their march to 
Peking to the rescue of their fellow-country- 
men.” 

THE BOMBARDMENT OF THE TAKU FORTS. — 

AN EYE-WITNESS’'S STORY. 

The Chinese steamer Kwang Ping (Captain 
A. B. Clements) arrived in the harbour yesterday 
from Taku, and as she was present when the 
forts there were bombarded on the 17th inst. 
one of our representatives went on board, and 
got the following interésting story from one of 
the Europeans connected with the vessel : — 

“ Our boat was lying at the Coal Wharf at 
Taku on Sunday, the 17th inst., when we were 
awakened at one o clock in the morning by the fir- 
ing of guns from the forts on to the allied fleets. 
which were anchored higher up the river round 
a bend, a small peninsula dividing them from the 
forts. The allied fleet comprised three Russian, 
one French, one German, and one British gun- 
boat. The German and the British boats were 
furthest up the river, and immediately the forts 
opened fire they steamed down from the Railway 
Wharf, and at once got to work. The French 
were the last to get into action. The British 
boat—the Algertne—was the first to reply. 
~The first three shells fired from the forts 
went wide, two of them going over us and the 
third bursting on the anchor chain of the Ger- 
man steamer Knivsburg, which-was anchored 
about 200 feet from us. A number of Europe- 


-ans, including some Customs House people and- 


some railway people, who had come down from 
Tientsin, were on board the Knivsburg, but 
owing to the unpleasant proximity of the third 
shell they all went ashore and took refuge be- 
hind some huge coal heaps, within shouting 
distance of us. We visited one another occa- 
sionally to see how things were getting on. 
These coal-heaps proved an excellent shelter 
both for us and the people who took refuge 
behind them. 

“At about half-past two a company of 
Japanese troops came to our assistance, and 
remained by us until the firing ceased.

A captainofthe German boat, the Kniveburg,: 
who witnessed the attack on the Taku forts,” 
described the affair to the master of the Else, 
which arrived yesterday from Chefoo.

A LADY'S STORY OF THE BOMBARDMENT. 

A very full and graphio description of the 
state of affairs in Tientsin was given to the 
N.-C. Daily News on the 20th inst. by Mrs. 
James Jones, who returned in the afternoon 
from a short visit to that place. Mrs. Jones was 
able, too, to tell more of the scenes - connected 
with the taking of the Taku Forts than has 
hitherto been known, and the following has very 
great interest :— 

Having just returned from a flying visit u 
north I send you a short account of the trip an 
experiences connected with it, as it may possibl 
interest you and some of your readers. I left 
Shanghai in the ss. Hsinfung on Tuesday, 
12th instant, for Tientsin, where, according to 
wires received things were very unple::.nt 
owing to the Boxers. After passing throuch a 
fleet of about 31 war-ships outside the Taku Bar, 
which made a splendid show, we finally’: 
reached Tangku on Friday in time to catch 
the last train leaving at 5 p.m. 

On arriving at our destination (7.30 p.m., ofe 
hour late) we were very much surprised to find: 
the station simply crowded with sailors and 
marines, all fully armed and mostly Russians,’ 
some being well mounted on horses brought~ 
over from Port Arthur. On proceeding on our 
way the same sight met us, marines and sailors _ 
of all nationalities on guard everywhere, ‘and 
quite prepared for a sudden attack. At the 
house where I was to stay I found that the - 
place was apparently in their possession, about 
50 Austrians being put up in the godowns 
adjoining the premises, whilst two of the officers * 
occupied rooms in the house. After having : 
dined, a party of us, escorted by.a naval officer, 
took a short walk before retiring to rest, and- - 
then we saw what precautions had-been taken".

fire... We were told to get up and dress, go as 
~ to be in readiness to rush off to the Town Hall 
ee _on. the alarm being sounded. 
ae The fire was a tremendous blaze and a really 
Se paras sight. It is Po sar that the city was 
din fourteen different places, and if the 
wind had been in the other direction Tienfsin 
would have stood but a poor chance. When 
ready, we spent,most of our time in the garden 
(the alarm not having sounded): beside the am- 
munition, which had been carried out there in 
case of the buildings heing fired. Ten men 
were left to guard us, and the rest went off with 
their officers to meet the Boxers. It was about 
three o'clock when we were at last told we 
might safely retire again, as all was quiet, the 
Boxers having been driven off. We heard 
about 60 or 70 had been killed, but the number 
is uncertain. The firing had been very frequent 
since about 11 p.m., and that and the barking 
and howling of dogs round gave one an unset- 
tled feeling, so that we did not retire, but just 
lay down as we were. 
It was fortunate we did so, as at 4am. we 
were hurriedly called up and informed. that the 
Boxers were close upon us, advancing towards 
the back of our dwelling, and we were to go off 
at once to the Town Hall. As you can imagine 
im a very short space of time we were on our 
way there. The poor children were taken out 
of bed and. hurriedly put into thick coats and 
_ shoes, and: off we rushed to the Town Hall, 
where we found others similarly attired. It 
was a truly pitiful sight, there were so many 
little onés, some only a month old, and although 
they were very quiet and good, there were a 
few little white scared faces. Very few amahs 
were there, as most of the servants have 
run away, in some cases not one being 
left in the house. Wo remained at the Hall 
until about 7.30 a.m. not knowing quite what 
was happening or had happened during the 
time we had been there. Of course all sorts of 
rumours were going round which did not tend 
to improve matters. At last word came that it 
. was safe to return to our homes. The Boxers 
had withdrawn but would return that night, 
and they expécted to have a big fight.” All the 
women‘and children were strongly advised to 
leave, but then the difficulty arose of how to get 
away. The lines had beon tampered with and 
the trains were not running. ‘The damage to 
the lines. however, was evidently not as bad as 
reported, as it was quickly repaired, and at 2 
p.m. as many as could get away left for Tangku- 
a pilot engine going on ahead. Later cn an- 
’ other train arrived, algo with a number o/ ladies 
and children, and made for the various ships in 
port. 
Even here our troubles were not at an end. 
We seemed to have fallen ‘‘ out of the trying 
pan into the fire,” for soon after getting on 
board we heard there was a probability oi the 
Taku Forts being taken that night. It appears 
that the naval captains had called on the Gen- 
eral of the forts, taking Mr. Johnstone, a good 
Chinese scholar, as interpreter, and informed 
him that unless they surrendered by 12 o clock 
that night, they intended to bombard the forts 
at2am., it having transpired that thousands 
of soldiers were entering them and diso laying 
mines across the channel during the day. In 
| consequence of this the residents of Taku re- 
i ceived orders at 6 p.m. to leave within an hour's 
s time and take refuge on board U.S.S. Monocacy, 
lying at the railway wharf. About 1 a.m. the 
Chirese opened fire, the first shot passing 
harmlessly through the Algerine's rigging. 
From this time till about 6.30 a.m. was an un- 
ceasing bombardment, the roar of the cannon 
being almost deafening. The first fort taken 
_was the North, by, we presume, the Japanese, 
_ as that was the first flag we saw hoisted, followed 
aes after by the British on the Outer North 
ort. . 

After taking these Forts the men-of-war 
steamed towards the mouth of the river and soon 
after the German and Russian flags went up on 
the South Forts. Shortly after daylight we saw 
four torpedo-boata being towed in stern first hy 
the Whiting and Fame, flying the British flags. 

During the time of bombardment we and the 
_-ships at-Tangku were right in the line of fire 
and had anything but pleasant time, the shells

About 10 a.m. when all was quiet some of the 
officers of our ship went off to explore. Mr. 
Conley going to the North Fort, Mr. Burgess 
to the South, and Mr. Miller to Taku, to see 
how the foreign residences had fared. On their 
return they had most ghastly tales to relate. 
The forts were a mass of ruins, rivers of blood, 
with headless and armless bodies everywhere, 
which the blue-jackets were gathering together 
and oremating in heaps. 

Several of the houses at Taku were complete 
wrecks and nearly all had suffered in some way, 
As soon as it was daylight we saw in the dis- 
tance a black mass of Chinese hurrying from 
the Forts and the villages round about. It is 
feared they will make for Tientsin and join 
the Boxers. As we passed down the river on 
our return we noticed the Russian flag was fly- 
ing at the Imperial Dock at Taku, also on a 
destroyer lying in the Dock. We do not know 
how many Chinese were killed, but near Tient- 
sin Railway Station we saw several corpses ly- 
ing round, the result of Friday night, a night 
.none of ‘us are ever likely to forget. Among the 
navy the casualties were :— 


British—Algerine—one officer killed, one of- 
ficer badly wounded, three men killed. 

German—Jltis—commander badly wounded ; 
some men killed through explosion of a boiler; 
some men also wounded. 

Russian—Bobr—no casualties. 

Russian— Koreetz—two officers badly wound- 
ed; eight men killed; twelve men badly wounded. 

Russian—Gilyak—one officer wounded; eight 
men killed; ten men badly wounded; scventy 
men burnt through éxplosion in powder room. 

French—Zion—one officer killed; one man 
wounded.

HOW THE POWERS SENT TROOPS TO PEKING. 

An American correspondent. writing from 
Tientsin on the 13th inst. to the Un on of 
Shanghai. says that some interesting facts have 
leaked out regarding the midnight meting 
of Consuls and officers which led to the s.nding 
of troops to Peking on Sunday. the 10t:: ist. 
lt seems that during tus conterence the Rus- 
sian and French representatives frequently drew 
apart for private conference, which wax any- 
thing but polite or frank, and the Russian 
Colonel kept drawing attention to the fect (°) 
that no invasion of Peking ought to be made 
with less than 10,000 men (Russia being the 
only country that could land so many at short 
notice), and it became evident that he wis hop- 
ing the others would say, “ Well, you have the 
men, get them and go on.” Of course others 
would consent to no such thing, and so itussia 
and France finally refused to join the others 
in sending men—albeit they had troops at the 
station promptly in the morning. At last 
Captain McCualla said, “ Well, gentlemen, you 
have talked this matter over pretty thoroughly, 
and have come to no decision, but I'll teil you 
what I am goihg to do; my Minister is in 
danger, and I'am going to Peking.” There 
was then nothing left for the others but to 
follow, which the British were only too s;lad to 
do.

The. CHATRMAN said they all knew what they 
had met for. Perhaps there was no need for him 
to, say many words. Ho should like to say that 
the letter which appeared in the papers: the other 
day, and of which that meeting was the outcome, 
was merely to put before the public in a concrete 
form an idea which had been in many of their 
minds forsometime past. It wasa very great mis- 
take on the part of anybody to consider that that 
movement was in any way hostile to the oxisting 
Volunteer Corps. 4 great many of those who 
had signified their willingness to join the Rifle 
Corps were old Volunteers, and it would be 
their last wish to injure any force existing at 
the present time. (Hear, hear,) But thoy all 
knew that as men got older advancing years 


. brought increased responsibilities. Men became 


heads of families or their time was very inuch 
taken up with their business. They also suffor- 
ed from that enemy which overcome all of 
them—advancing years, which made drill irk- 
some, but they felt that although they might bea 
little ancient yet they were able and willing in a 
case of necessity to do something towards the 
defence of the colony, just the same as they 
would do inacalamity such as fire or ship- 
wreck, or any other misfortune. All : they 
wanted was to be given a rifle and a range. 
The question of uniform he thought they could 
settle for themselves, and the question of am- 
munition he thought they could also settle for 
themselves, (Hear, hear.) If they set them- 
selves out to form a body of this sort they were 
much more likely to arrive at a definite end 
if they asked for the service rifle.

CHANGES IN THE TSUNGLI 
YAMEN.

The following telegraphic news was received 
by members of the Reform Party, Shanghai, on 
the 15th inst.:—: Prince Ching, and Liao Shou- 
héng, President of the Board of Rites, have been 
dismissed from the Tsungli Yamen as ‘too timid,’ 


{and that although Prince Tuan, father of the 


Heir-Apparent, had been appointed the same day 
(10th inst.) to succeed Prince Ching as President 
of the Yamén, he had strongly declined to 
take the post. The Empress Dowager, how- 
ever, stood firm, and further appointed Prince 
Na Yon-tu, Ch‘i Hsin, and P‘u Hsing members 
of the Tsungli Yamen, in order to assist Prince 
Tuan in inaugurating the new policy.’” If, Bays 
the N.-C. Daily News, what the telegram above- 
noted says is true, and we have no reason to 
doubt its accuracy, we can easily imagine what 
this “‘new policy” of the Empress Dow- 
ager’s Government will be, namely that it 
will be more reactionist and more anti-for- 
eign than any hitherto attempted by any 
Chinese government, even in its most conser- 
vative days. The new President's “assistant,” 
Na Yen-tu, isa Mongol Prince of the Alatsin 
Tribe, who has always been a violent reactionist 
and for this has been patronised by Prince 
‘Ching and others of the Empress Dowager's 
advisers, who lately got him promoted to the rank 
of a Minister of the Presence, in order to get as 
many of their own poe as possible around 
the present usurper of the Throne. Chi Hsiu, 
President of the Board of Rites, and P‘u Hsing, 
the other two “assistants in the new policy,” 
are Imperial Clansmen who are great friends 
of Kang Yi and who have lately come into grea- 
ter prominence owing to their also being reac- 
tionists and violent anti-foreigners. Pn Hsing 
is a Vice President of one of the Six Boards, 
who it will be remembered was sent to Shantung 
last year to investigate charges made against 
Chang Ju-mei, then Governor of Shantung, for 
bribing Li Hung-chang when the latter went to 
that province to investigate the Yellow River. 
Chang Ju-mei was dismissed but Li Hung-chang 
escaped through the friendship of the Empress

THE DEFENCE OF THE COLONY. 
- . Macao, 25th June. - 

It is stated that our Government Counci, 
have telegraphed to the home -Governmentl 
urgently requesting troops and men-of-war for 
the defence of the colony. Preparations are 
being made in the barracks to house 300 or more 
men. Part of a regiment is coming—according | 
to some, it hasalready left Lisbon, while others say, 
that it is getting ready todepart. Itis reported 
that one man-of-war is now on her way out, -the 
orniser Adamastor, which is of recent construc- 
tion and has all the modern improvements. Her 
commander is Senhor Ferreira d’ Amaral. A 
circular has been sent all round the colony, 
inviting all who wish to offer their services as 
volunteers to sign. In two or three days’ time 
the circular will be sent up to the Government 
Council, which will be able to call upon the 
signatories for service, if required. At present 
about a 100 signatures have been appended to 
the document. The decision of the Council is 
anxiously awaited.

The 
scheme therein put forward appears to me to 
press most unfairly upon the members of the 
existing Volunteer Corps, who, I venture to 
think, have the first claim upon ths libarality of 
the Government. The prosent allowance made 
to the Corps is quite inadequate to secure 
efficiency in all respects, the equipment being 
defective in many ways. When at Kowloon city 
last year, my water-bottle was in such a foul 
condition that I never touched it all day, and 
several other members who ventured to sample 


the contents of their raspsctive bottles ware 


nearly made sick in the attempt. On the osca- 


sion of the Terrible recaption there were not 
sufficient bayonets to go all round, so some lata 
comers wereinevitably left out of tho show. 
These defects will no doubt be rsmsdiel—when 
the money comes along to doso. Now a3 to 
the shooting. The Govariamant, I believe, 
provide fourteen ronnds of bill ammunition 
per mia p2r yerr; as a mittor of fact last 
year I fired seven rounds at tho expense 
of ths Govarnment, and about thraa hundred 
at my own expense. To sacura good shooting 
the individual allowaaoe mas: ba vazy coasidear- 
ably augmented. With all duo respect I cannot 
help thinking that what these gentlemen really 
want is an occasional afternoon's amusement at 
the public expense. I have had to buy my own 
rifle, and I cannot quite sea why Messrs Turner, 
Stewart, Gompertz, Richardson, Moxon and 
Mackey should not be asked to do the same, if 
they aro really so anxious to benefit their country 
by learning to shoot straight. After the first 
two yaars the Corps regulations only require 
members to put in 15 drills per annum, and if 
there is any Britisher who cannot spend .the 
time to do that, why doesn’t he pay up his five 
dollars like a man, and join the existing Rifle 
Association, when he will meet some of the best 
shots in the colony and learn more from them 
in a month than by fooling about for a year by 
himself. Iam afraid if the proposed seheme be 
osrried out half the members of the existing 
Corps will be applying for leave to transfer to 
the new Arm-chair Company, when they will 
have all the fan without any of the hard work

‘CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


A iman who had been several times convicted 
and served a term of banishment was brought be- 
fore Mr. Hazeland charged with larceny on board 
a junk at Shaukiwan early on the 27th inst. 
He was seen leaving the junk with a pillar box 
in his hand. An alarm was raised and the man 
was captured by am Indian constable with the 
box in his possession. He was sentenced to six 
months imprisonment, to be followed by a term 
of banishment. Another man who was found 
in possession of a pair of trousers missing from 
the junk was discharged. 

In order to be prepared for any disturbance 
on the part of the Chinese in the New Territory, 
three machine guns were sent over there on the 
24th inst. and some 40 police, the latter being 
marines recently arrived from home. 

At the Harbour Office on the 23rd inst., 
before Mr. Basil Taylor, Walter Harris, a sea- 
man on board the Glenshee, was charged with 
wilfully disobeying the lawful commands of the 
master. Captain Burn said the defendant went 
ashore without leave. On his return he told 
him he would have to forfeit two- days’ pay. 
He then refused to do any more work in the 


‘ship. The defendant was sentenced to 14 days 


hard labour, or until the ship sails. 

On the 23rd inst. it was discovered that 
the officers’ mess at Murray Barracks had been 
entered during the night and S60 stolen from 
the safe, which had been opened by a false key. 

To the Register of qualified Medical and 
Surgical Practitioners in the Colony the name 
of José Losada has been added 

On the 25th inst. a Chinaman who was work- 
ing on board a vessel in Kowloon Docks fell- 
down the hold and was killed. 

Ahouse at Shaukiwan collapsed on the 25th 
inst. and the occupant- a carpenter-- was 80 
seriously injured thereby that he had to be taken 
to the Hospital. 

A carpenter named Yueng Hing, who was 
sentenced to six months hard labour at the Ma- 
gistracy on the 26th inst. for theft, made a bold 
bid for freedom and got clear away. After being 
sentenced he was taken into the prisoner's de- 
tention room. The lukong who had charge of 
him happened to turn his back, and in an in- 
stant the man was out of the room and racing 
across the: courtyard. A European constable 
gave chase, but the more lightly-clad China- 
man soon increased the distance between them 
and was lost to sight. 

The police are busily engaged endeavouring 
to secure the perpetrators 6f a dastardly outrage 
in the harbour on the 2istinst. ‘Three men en- 


gaged a sampan at Hunghom launch wharf to - 


take {hem over to Sai Cho Wan. beyond Kow- 
loon City. When they got there they got 
ashore, telling the sampan people to wait for 
them. After an absence of half-an-hour they 
returned. On the way back to Hunghom two 
of the men produced choppers while the third 
took the helm. The men with the choppers 
attacked a blind old man, cutting him severely 
about the hands and legs. They also attacked 
a woman, a blow intended for her hitting a 
child. The thieves stole a quantity of clothing, 
a gold bangle ring, valued at $24, and some 
money. Fortunately there was some money 
secreted in the boat which escaped their notice. 
Having forced the crew below, the men rowed 


the sampan ashore near North Point.and then: 
cleared off. The affair was reported at No. 2
